How- 
ever he was not Ambitious to Exercife his 
Miniftry among the Great Oves of the World, 
from whom the moft of Prelerment nughe 
be expected ; but in this, Imitating the Ex: 
ample and Character of our Rlefled Saviour, 
of whom ‘tis noted, that according to the 
Prophefie of I/aiab, by Him , The Poor had 
the Gofpet Pyeached unto them; he chafe to ue 
where. great numbers oi ihe Poor might Re- 
1 ; el from him.

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§. 5. About this time it was, that Mr. Hooker 
grew into a moft intimate Acquaintance with 
Mr. Rogers nt Dedoams; who fo highly valued 
him for his Multitarious Abilities, that he ufed 


and gained many Endeavours to get him Sertled 


at Colchefter ; whereto Mr. Hooker did very 
much Incline, becaufe of its being fo near to 
Dedham, where he might Enjoy the Labours 8 
Lectures of Mr. Rogers, whom he would fome- 
times call, The Prince of au the Preachers in En- 
gland. Gut the Providence of God gave an 
ObitruGion to that Settlement; and, indeed, 
ac was an Oblervation, which Mr. Hooker would 


-fometimes afterwards ufe unto his Friends, That 
‘the Providence of God often Diverted him from Em- 
_ ployment in {uch Places, as he himfaf Defired, and 


frik Divetied him to fuch Places, as he had no 
thoughts of. Accoidingly, Chelmsford in Effex, a 
Town of great Concourfe, wanting one to 
Break the Bread of Life unto them; and hear- 
ing the Fame of Mr. Hocker‘s Powerful Mini- 
firy; Addreiled him to become their Lecturer : 
and he accepted their Ojicr about the Year 
1626, becoming not only their Leéturer, bue 
alfo on the Lord‘s Dayes, an Afijfent unto one 
Mr. Mitchel, the Incumbent of the Place ; who 
though he were a Smaler, yet being a Godly 
Perion, glecly Encouraged Mr. Hooker, 8¢ Liv'd 
wich him in a moft Comfortable Amity.

§.6. Here his Le@ure was exceedingly Free 
quenied, and proportionably Succeeded 3 an 
the Light of his Miniftry fhone through the » 
whole County of Ejfex. There was a tare 
mixture of Pleafure and Profit in his Preaching § . 
and his Hearers fele thofe penetrating Impref- 


-fions of his Miniftry upon their Souls, which 


caufed them to Reverence him, as, 4 Teacher 
fent from God. He had a moft excellent Facul- 
ty at the Applications of his Doctrine ; and he 
would therein fo Touch the Com/ciences of his 
Auditors, that a Judicious Perfon would fay of 
him, He was the Beft at an Ule that ever be heard. 
Hereby there wasa great Retormation wrought, 


} not only in the Town, but in the Adjacent 


Countrey ; trem all parts whereof they came to 
Hear the Wifdom of the Lrd Fefus Chri, in His 
Gofpel, by this worthy man Difpenfed: and 
fome of great Quality among the reft, would 
often Refort from far to his Aflembly 5 parti: 
culaily the truly Noble Earl of Warwick, whoic 
Countenance of Good Minifters, procured 
more Prayers to God ter him, than moit Noble 

Men in England, 
When he firft Set up his Le€ture, there ‘was 
More Propbhanene{s than Devotion ia the Town : 
and the Multitude of Imas and Shops insths 
Town produced one particular Difordee, of 
Peoples filling the Streets with unfhirable Bena- 
hs. enone viours, 
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Viours, after the Publick Services of the Lards. 
Day were over. Bat by the Power of his A4i- 
niftry ix Padlick, aat by the Prudence of his 
Carriage ia Private, he quickly cleared the 
Streets of this Dilorder, and the Sabbath came 
to be very vidbly sanctified among the Pegpie, 


§ 7 The Foy of the People in this Light 
was but for 2 Sea/en. rhe Conicizntious Non- 
Cororniry ot Mr. Boker to fom: Rites of che 
Church of Exgtand, then vigoroufly preffed, 
e(pecially upon fiach Able and Uietul Minilters, 
as were moft likely ro be Laid afide by cheic 
ferupling of thote Rites 5 made ic necelfary tor 
him co Lay down his Miniltry in Chelmsford, 
when he had been about four years there, Em- 
ployed in ir. “Hereupon, at the Requelt of 
feveral Eminent Perfons, he kept 2 School, in

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§ 25. In his Adminiftration of Céureb- Dif- 
cinime there were feveral Things, as Imitable, 
as Obfervabie. As he was an hearty Friend 
unto the Conféciation of Churches 3 and hence 
all the time, that he Lived, the Paffors of 
the Nighbouring Churches, held thejr frequent 
Meetings for mutual Confultation in things 
of common Concernment; fo, in his own 
particular Church, he was very caretul, to 
have every thing done with a Chriftian 1. 
devation, and Unanimity. Wherefore he would 
have nothing publickly propounded unto the 
Brethren of the Church, but what had been 
firft privarcly prepared by the Elders; and 
if he teared the happening of any Debate, 
his way atforehand wis, to vilit fome ot the 


more Noted and Reading Brethren, and hav- ° 


ing Engaged. Them to iecond what ke fhould 
move unto the Church, he rarely miffed of 
a full Coricurrence: to. which purpofe he 
would fay, The Elders muff have a Church im 
a Church, if they would preferve the Peace of 
the Coirch. But if any dificule or divided 
Aviation was Raiftd in the Church, aboug 
any matter offered, he would ever put a 
ftop to chat publick Agiration, by Delaying 
she Vore, until another Meeting ; before which 
time, he would ordinarily by private Confe- 
rences, gaia over fuch as were uniatisfed, As

for the Admiffion of Communicants unto the 


Lord's Table, he kept the Exawination of them 
unto the Elders ot the Church, as properly 





~ belonging unto their Work and Charge; and

make before the whole Church a Profeffion 
ot a Repenting Faith, as they were able, or 
willing to do it. Some, that could unto E- 
Gification do jt, he put upon thus Relating 
the manner of their Converfion to God 3 but 
ufually they only anfwered unto certain pro- 
batory Que/fions, which were tendered them 3 
and fo aiter their Names had been tor a 
few wecks before fignified wnto the Congre- 
gation, to Learn whether any Obdjectios or 
Execptien could be made againft them, of a- 
ny thing Seandalous in their Converfateens, acw - 
Confenting upto, The Covenant, they were 
Admitted into che Church Communion, As 
for Exclefiaftical Cenfures, he was very watchful 
to prevent all Proceedures unto Them, as far 
as was confiftene with the Rules of our Lord; 
fer which caufe (except in grofler Abomi- 
nations ) when Offences happened, he did his 
utmolt, that the Notice thereof -might b 
extended to further, than it was when they 
firft were Jaid betore him ; and having Re- 
conciled the Offenders with fenfinle and con: 
venient Aghnowhdements of their Mifcarriages, 
he weuld let the Notice thereof be confined 
unto 
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unto fuch as were aforehand therewith ac. 
gaainted ; and hence there was but one per. 
fon Admonifhed in, and bye one perfon Ex. 
communicated trom, the Church ot Hartford, 
in all the fourteen years, that Mr. Hooker 
Lived theré. He was much troubled at the 
too frequent Ceafures in fome other Church. 
és; and he would fay , “Church Cenfures are 
‘things, wherewith neither we, nor our Fa. 
“thers have been acquainted, in the praétice 
“of them ; and therefore the utmoft Circum. 
*{peciion is needful, chat-we do not fpoil the 
‘Ordinances of God, by our management 
*thereot. In his point he was like Beza, who 
defended the Orcinance of Excommunication 
againit Erefas ; and yet, he with his Coilegues, 
were fo ciutelous in the ufe of it, that in 
eleven years, there was but one Excommuni- 
cation pailed in all Geneva,
